A MILE_OF FIRE 


Mills, Immber a»4 Dwelling* Go Up 


la Smoke at SttUwaUtr, *• 


Stlllwater, Me., July 2.-A most dis- 


astrous fire risited this town yesterday 
afternoon, destroying three mills and a 
large number of dwelling-houses. 
It 


started in the fire room of the Kiinball 
& Adams lumber mill, and spread until 
all the buildings along the bauk of the 
river for xuliy it mile were ablaze. 


The flre departments of Oldtown, Ban- 


gor and Milford sent aid. but the flre 
had gained &uch a start that it wab Im- 
possible to save any of the buildings in 
the pataof the flames. 


The Kimuall & Adams mill, together 


with a dryhousb, a store house, four 
company houses and sheds containing 
2,000,000 feet of shingles, WAS totally de- 
stroyed. 
All the machinery was de- 


stroyed. The George A. Lewis mill aud 
machinery and a -drj house containing 
100,000 feet of bhiuglps were destroyed, 
as was also tho Suttou mill with its ma- 
chinery.

company lost two box cars, eight flat 
cars and 100^00 feet of lumber.

Outpointed the New Boat In Going 


to Windward, but tbe Iwtter Gained 
Steadily la the Run to the Finish 
—Suffered Accident to lier Jib 


Newport, H. I., July 2.—The Consti- 


tution was defeated by the Columbia 
yesterday by the small margin of 48 
seconds in the first real race iu which the 
new Herreslioff yacht baa participated. 
Although tbe contest, frotn start to fin- 
ish, was close, the Constitution lost 
through misfortune. However, tha re- 
sult of the contest Is far from conclusive, 
nnd there is still much to be decided as 
to the relative merits of the two racers. 


The mishap to the new boat came 


about an Lour after the start. 
While 


the boats were on the second Ions tack 
to windward, tbe clew of the jib of the 
new boat was carried away, and for 
some 10 minutes she was without the 
use of that sail. This accident set the 
Cojifetitution back practically a mile, 
but. in spite of it, she was able to get 
within two minutes of the Columbia 
at the turii, and cuttUisleaa down more 
than half on the run home. Some of 
this gain, however, was undoubted! v 
due to the* fact that she brought up the 
better wind. 


The Columbia did not escape without 


accident, for im mediately after crossing 
the finish line, in gybing over the big 
malus>atl, her main boom buckled, and 
she had to be towed to the city. It will 
be necessary to sltng a new spar before 
the Columbia can race again, but it is 
expected it will be in place for a race 
Wednesday. 


The event yesterday was the first of 


a series of special races^rr.inged by the 
New York Yacht club for the purpose of 
bringing the two yachts iogether, and It 
was under the ausplcies of that organ- 
ization. 
The course was cleared for 


the-racers when the time approached for 
the firing of the signal gnu, and a breeze 
came up from the southwest just when 
it was wanted. Fifteen miles dead to 
windward and back again was the 
course. 


The starting signal sent the Columbia 


off well to windward, and three seconds 
in advance. On tbe starboard tack she 
pointed up with a capital luff. .All at 
once the Constitution came on with a 
rush, and ran through tbe Columbia's 
lee, pointing for a much higher position 
than was expected of her. 


This did not last long, however. Both 


yachts went hunting for whatever wind 
there might be, nod were making the 
best of the breeze. 
The Constitution 


footed faster than the Columbia. But 
while the new Bristol boat was going 
swiftly along she had nottbe;grjp on the 
water that the old crnft had, and the 
Constitution went to leeward like a 
ciab, while the Columbia not only 
pointed, but was bound to^fetch what 
she pointed for. Along on tne starboard 
tack the two yachts sailed at an eight- 
knot gait. The Constitution sould not 
stand up so well as bor rival by at least 
three degiees. 


When the time came for the Consti- 


tution to tack It was a question whether 
she could or could not cross the Co- 
lumbia's bow. 
Jusc at tbe moment 


when the Constitution's helm was put 
down, the Columbia also came about, 
aud both went over on the port tack f or 
a few minutes. 
Suddenly the luff of 


the Constitution's 
big jib began to 


shake. 
Tho pennant or the sheet it- 


self had evidently ca rned aw ay. Down 
came the jib halyard, and for over 10 
minutes the Constitution on that close 
hauled stretch was without the benefit 
of her jib. 


When the great sail was in place 


again the Constitutiou rapidly forged 
ahead, making up much of her leeway. 
It was, however, too big a gap to fill. 


On the beat to wludward, the Colum- 


bia defeated her opponent nearly two 
minutes. In setting spinnakers the Co- 
lumbia was a trifle smarter than the 
Constitution. 
In the run before the 


wind back to the finish line, the Consti- 
tution gained. With sheets eased off 
hhe is faster thiin the Columbia. The 
, tirura at the finish w^re: Columbia, 
2:32:38; Constitution, 2:33:29." Thus, 
over the course of 15 miles to windward 
and back, the elapsed time of Columbia 
was 2:52:04, while that of the Con- 
stitution, was, 2:52-52, tne margin be- 
tween them being 44 seconds. 


If the jib of the Constitution had not 


been out of order for over 10 minutes 
th«- Columbia could not have won. Iu 
a fresh breeze and smooth water the 
Constitution is the better boat on the 
wind, aud with sheets enned off. 
What 


will happen to tbe craft over a tri- 
angular course remains to be seen. 


Immediately after crossing the finish 


line tbe Columbia took in her spinnaker 
and hauled aft her main sheet in readi- 
ness to gybe over. Captain Barr gybed 
and in so doing the Columbia's main 
boom doubled up and broke about 30 
feet from the Jaws, and she lay help- 
less. 
Strange to sty, th& big sail was 


not in the least injured. The Columbia 
was towed to the city. 


The regatta committee last night an- 


nounced that the spare boom of the Co- 
lumbia will arrive here today.

He is 45 years-old, and his wife is 42.

ELEVEN INSTANTLY KILLED 


Hud Been Pithing and Were Huddled 


Together IB * Shanty to Ebcape 


' Thunder 
Storiu— Twelve»Year-Old 


Boy Found Alive Under Corpses •" 


Chicago, July 2.— Crowded together la 


a little zine-liued $haaty uncSer a Nor*b 
Shore pier, 10 boys and young men and 
one old man met instant death by light- 
ning yesterday. 
They hnd left their 


fish lines nud sought shelter from the 
fierce thunderstorm that, deluged the 
northern part of the city about 1 o'clock. 
Ten minutes later their bodies lay, with 
twisted and tangled limbs, "in a nest 
of snakes," as the man who found them 
said. 


Twelve sought khelter, wid one es- 


caped. 
Tyelve-year-olcl \Villle Ander- 


son was uninjured, but he lay many min- 
utes before he could be drawn out from 
under the heap of dead bodies. 
The 


dead are all from the families of com- 
paratively poor people. They hart been 
seeking recreation, and an escape from 
the fierce heat of the city. 


The scene of the tragedy was a pier 


jus,t south of Marquette terrace, and a 
few hundred feet from the water works 
pumping station, at the foot of Montrose 
boulevard. 


Watchers in the pumping station saw 


the lightning strike the water, as they 
thought. 
There was one boy, however, 


who saw the bolt strike the shanty. 
But for him the dead might have laid 
where they were for hours, and, Willie 
Anderson might have been suffocated 
under their bodies. 


Percy Keene, clad in bathing trunks, 


had been watching also from the water 
••station. 
He rushed across the beach, 


and at the pier heard a cry "Help, get 
me out." 
He looked iuto the cabin and 


saw the twisted bodies 


Young Percy, crying, pulled at the 


dead men's arms and legs to gut them 
away. H> saw Willie Anderson's head 
and part of his body, but lie could not 
pull him out, nor could he pull the 
heavy bodies from on top of him. Then 
he telephoned to the police, who suc- 
ceeded, after a great deal of difficulty, 
In reviving young Anderson, and recov- 
ering the dead bodies of the others. 


When the ram began to fall and it be- 


came evident that a severe electrical 
>etorm was coming, the party rushed to 
a. shelter Ihey bad built on the pier. 
Willie Anderson ga\e a bare idea of the 
horrible ending to an hour's sport, and 
then f ainted. He was carried to a near- 
by house, M'here medical assistance was 
rendered. 
The fatal stroke was tin 


most pwrerf ul seen here m j cars. The 
pier was instantly demolished, giving 
the victims not the slightest chance, of 
escape.

The sale of fireworks became legal in 


the city this morning, and today, to- 
morrow anfl the Fourth dealers are 
entitled under terms o* their licenses 
to sell all that they can. But so far 
th« outllook for .a large sale of fire- 
works is n°t good. The preliminary de- 
mand \/ag mucb smaller than uaual, 
and there was very little doing this 
morning:. The sale is expected to pick 
up this evening, but dealers anticipate 
a smaller sale than in previous yftu-a. 
One reason for thto Is that many who 
formerly used firework* now depend 
on pistols and 
blank 
cartridges to 


make noise one dealer saying1 that hl$ 
sale of cartridges had Increased, while 
hjs sale of fire-works had fallen off. In 
fact tne sale of fireworks in this city la 
reported to have grown smaller every 
year for e°me years. 


Another feature of this year's sale 


so far is the fact that there was verv 
little attempt to sell flreworks ahead 
of he authorized time as demonstrat- 
ed By the fact that very little un- 
usual noise has be«n made 
the past 


few evoninsrs. 


And as far as prema'ure celebrations 


are concerned, they are to be squelchea 
as far is possible by the polios. Police 
activity will also .extend to the use of 
cannon crackers and cannon in 
the 


streets f-f the city and it is announced 
today that the use of these at any time 
will reriO«r the one resnonsible liable 
to arrest and the enforcement of the 
i}(ty ordinance's penalties. 


In this respect the uoliee are to ba 


more strict than they have ever been 
before. Tt should bw understood that 
the city ordinances forbid the use of 
fireworks in the city at any time ex^ 
cept when special exception is made by 
the city officials. The mayor and cWef

Tribune. The problem of bringing the 
road up to standard in these respects 
has been given to President Hayes for 
solution, and moet of his time will be 
devoted to it 


Under the management of the late 


0. P. Huntiugton very little money, 
comparatively speaking, was expended 
yearly for betterments and equipment, 
bis policy being to make the system 
pay every penny possible in the way 
of profits. Accordingly, when the un- 
precedented era of prosperity began the 
company found itself flooded with traf- 
fic hard to handle under the existing 
conditions. That It was taken care of 
successfully speaks well for the man- 
agement of the road. 


The directors, however, realize that 


the. time has arrived when thousands 
of miles of 52 pound rails must be re- 
placed with those weighing 85 or 90 
pounds, so that engines weighing be- 
tween 100 and 125 tons may safely be 
operated on them at a high rate 'of 
speed. 
Official recognition has been 


given to the fact that curves must be 
straightened where possible, grades re- 
duced, roadbed improved by structures 
of steel over the entire line. This work 
bas been going on for some time, and 
the company has this year given one of 
the largest orders of the season for .en- 
gines and equipment It is estimated 
that at least $3,000,000 will be set aside 
this year for equipment alone. 


The Pennsylvania Railway company, 


which is engaged in making extensive 
improvements in the vicinity of Hart- 
ford City, Ind., bas enconntered a phe- 
nomenal difficulty about two miles east 
of that city, with whicb it had much 
trouble and by which it was caused 
much expense nearly 35 years ago, 
when the road was first built, says the 
Indianapolis Journal. It is a sink hole 
which has swallowed up an incredible 
amount of filling. Many hundreds of 
the ojd timbers, stone and eSrtb were 
dumped into the place, only to gradual- 
ly sink away/ Finally a roadbed waa 
establish^ over the hole, about 123 
feet in width, which to all appeararice 
was substantial. Now, after 35 years 
of sustaining hundreds of heavy trains, 
tbe spot bas beguu to sink again and 
promises "to be as troublesome as in for- 
mer years.

States, on the steamships and in Eu- 
rope, it will be possible, it is believed 
by these experts, W place American 
fruits in the European markets after 
the home product Id unsalable. In oth- 
er words, it Is contended by these ex- 
perts that, beginning with February, if 
will be possible to place American ap- 
ples and other fruits to the European 
markets, where they will have a^ clear 
field for several months, 6r until anoth- 
er European crop is produced. 


One of the most important matters'ln 


relation to this industry to be decided 
Is to get the fruit to the seaboard in 
sound condition. Experiments will have 
to be made to determine the question 
as to whether special conditions on 
shipboard are required during all of the 
'year; for instance, whether winter ap- 
ples must be put in refrigerating cham- 
'bers, or if they can be transported by 
maintaining a reasonable uniform tem- 
perature without undergoing refrigera- 
tion. On tbe other band, it is more 
than likely the earlier maturing fruits 
will have-to be subjected to tbe refrig- 
erating process. 
/ 


Attention will be directed chiefly to 


the apple trade, as it is one which di- 
rectly affects every part of the country. 
In these experiments special refrigerat- 
ing cars will be required. The depart- 
ment will co-operate with those who 
have the interests of this Industry at 
heart, as congress has not provided 
enough funds with whicb to erect re- 
frigerating plants and construct the 
cars that wou/d be required in ship- 
ments. 


It has been practically demonstrated 


that the plan which will be tried by 
the department ,is entirely feasible. 
During the Paris exposition 
apples 


from 20 states were on exhibition and 
were in first class condition one year 
after they bad been picked, whicb is 
Biz months longer than apples have 
ever been kept before for commercial 
purposes. It was prove'd by these ex- 
periments that it was possible to pro- 
long tbe marketing season and deliver 
tho fruits in sound condition with 
present facilities. With tbe methods 
It is proposed to use it is believed a 
permanent market will be furnished 
not only for apples, but other Ameri- 
can frait. No other country has at- 
tempted to send fruit of this kind 
•cross the ocean. 


Aside from the experiments which 


will be made with regard to creating 
a European market for fruits the de- 
partment will also make a number of 
experiments as to what the actual re- 
quirements are for keeping fruit in 
told storage in the, United States. 
Aside from the refrigerating plants 
maintained by tbe packing bouses 
there are 700 plants devoted to caring 
for fruits and vegetables. There is 
great diversity of opinion among deal- 
ers as to what are tbe requirements 
for keeping fruits in these places so as 
to obviate tbe great, losses frequently 
sustained by these firms. 


It frequently happens tbat tbe Eu- 


ropean fruit crops are almost total 
failures. 
In the years when those 


crops fall it will be possible after these 
experiments have been made to place 
such fruit as peaches, pears and plum* 
In Europe to supply tbe losses caused 
by the failure of tho native crop.

[An Appeal to Europe to Combine 


Against the United States. 


VIEWS OF A GERMAN PEOPESSOE.

'the title "The Struggle For Industrial 
(Supremacy." 


"Not China and not in the Transvaal 


war," Dr. von Peez declares, "but the 
race between the great industrial coun- 
tries—England, Germany and the Unit- 
ed States— forms to coolly calculating 
politicians the foremost, weightiest and 
most enduring Interest of the future. 
Slowly has England grown commer- 
cially, more rapidly has Germany risen 
after gaining political unity and estab- 
lishing the protective system, but like a 
•torn) is the forward movement of the j 
United Btatea," 


After reviewing the progress of Eng- 


land and Germany in commerce and 
manufactures Dr von Peez passes to 
the United States, "rising in the new 
world with sinister rapidity." He says: 


"Its nationality has its roots in Ger- 


manic traits. It received, either from ' 
Jts Celtic mixture or as a characteris- 
tic of American soil, its qualities of 
unrest, assertiveness and unexpected- 
ness In action. The American has had 
the good luck besides to draw to him- 
eelf from his two competitors a share 
«f their own skill and of their own 
acquisitions through emigration from 
Germany and England. From the com- 
bination of all these qualities has re- 
sulted the undoubted superiority of a 
mighty land, stretching from ocean to 
ocean, full of coal and iron and treas- 
ures of the soil, Inhabited by a trained,. 
numerous and daring people, spiritual- 
ly and morally undistracted and ar- 
dently devoted to their various pur- 
suits. 


"The three competing countries now 


suffer from obstacles which binder 
their free movement. 
Germany has 


China, England the Transvaal and 
'America the Philippines. 
From ap- 


pearances the United States will be the 
Brat to throw off Its burden. After that 
country shall be free from the Philip- 
pine war its industrial advance upon 
Europe will be folly manifested." 


Dr. von. Peez then considers the vari- 


ous commercial treaties and tariff sys- 
tems of the European countries, spe- 
cially noting tlwlr defects, and con- 
cludes that upon the termination of ex- 
isting commercial treaties the relations 
of European nations to the United 
States should be carefully studied, with 
a view to reciprocity In tariff duties 
sad other International dealings. The 
United States displays a consciousness 
of victory, be avers. 
It designs to 


brine agriculture as well as manufac- 
turing to the highest possible state of 
development. In marked contrast with 
Germany and Great Britain, wbtcb are 
both great markets for the farm prod- 
ucts ef otf»er lands, the United States 
shuts out any possibility of that na- 
ture. 
Commercial treaties with that 


country have therefore In this regard 
•a value. What America cajx accom- 


plish on agricultural lines has been 
sufficiently shown since 1880, The pres- 
ent shattered condition of European 
__ 


agriculture is mainly her work. Now j 
she contemplates war with other Eu- 
ropean industries, having already sent 
out an advance guard of coal, iron, 
steel ana machienery. 


Equally strong in manufacturing and 


agriculture and pushing her exports 
with great energy, the United States is 
now absorbing Europe's money. The 
cash balance in her favor in the last 
three years amounted to $1,600,000,000. 
Through this-that country can exercise 
a very important influence on Europe's 
rate of interest. 
' 


After enumerating a variety of man- 


ufactured wares which our country is 
sending to different parts of the world 
Dr. von Peez exclaims: 


"And with all this the United States 


has not yet unbuckled one piece of the 
almost impenetrable armor in which 
she is incased while demanding open 
doors of others everywhere. Our op- 
portunity comes with the commercial 
treaties. What should first be done in 
defense is to. follow the example in re- 
gard to tariffs and trade treaties which 
the United States hafe set for us. At the 
European seashore (England is includ- 
ed herein} a tariff should be established 
counter to that of the Union, while the 
European nations should arrange tar- 
iffs touching each other which would 
not materially differ from those now 
existing. %ut only the restoration of 
the tripartite imperial alliance would 
offer all those guarantees which are 
requisite In a matter of such great im- 
portance. It is probable that the yet 
powerful but much threatened Great 
Britain would not remain far from 
such a union. 


"What will the United States do? 


That is her affair. We only follow her 
example. Perhaps she will propose an 
understanding. But what says Eanke? 
'It is not in the nature of predominant 
forces to restrict themselves; bounda- 
ries must be established for them.' A 
people so young, acute and rich in fu- 
ture possibilities as the citizens of the 
Union will find boundaries to their as- 
pirations only when they see that at- 
tempts at further conquest will be met 
With vigorous resistance." 


The Cancer HleroDcr.

The upper portion, where the 
strings would be tied around the bag, con- 
tains the mouth. Under the microscope 
the germs are shown to possess an inter- 
nal organism, embracing a digestive ap- 
paratus. 


The microbe, entering the human body. 


by what procen weido not know, fastens 
Mpoo the first cell wnleh It encounters and 
begins to feed upon'and destroy the cell 
tissue. Having emptied one cell, it cuts 
ita way out and attacks another. During 
its life the microbe duplicates Itself thou 
Mads of times, nnC the home tenanted 
by the colony it thus loands constitute* a 
caneec-

Life of the Igorrotes, Governor 


Wbitmarsh's Constituents*

rTbe»e Peculiar People Are Apt Pn* 


plU In Civil GoTernment—Care of 
Clvtlta* Employee*—Filipino Com- 
plaint* of Discrimination la GOT* 
eejiBient Employ. 
Phelps Whitmarsb, governor of Ben- 


guet province, who is in the city on of- 
ficial business, talks interestingly of 
the Igorrotes under bis jurisdiction, 
writes the Manila correspondent of the 
New York Post under the date of May 
23. These peculiar people were the 
first in the Philippines to ask for a civ- 
il government, and Mr. Whitmarsh 
was the first provincial governor ap- 
pointed. Government in his provmce 
differs materially from that elsewhere 
in the archipelago, necessarily so be- 
cause of the character of the inhabit- 
ants. As explained by Mr. Whitmarsh, 
the Igorrotes are in a position some- 
what similar to that of the North Amer- 
ican Indians, under an agent, but with 
a large measure of freedom In matters 
of local government While the gov- 
ernor fixes the laws of the province, 
each municipality elects its officers and 
makes its laws, excepting those relat- 
ing to taxation, and this last rests 
lightly, being only one-half of 1 tfer 
cent on property, or 50 cents (gold) 
yearly for those not possessing proper- 
ty."An Igorrote town is the most inde- 
pendent Institution In the islands," 
Governor Whltmarsh says. "It uses 
every cent of Its taxes for Its own ben- 
efit, nothing .going into the provincial 
government AH that the governor can 
do is to approve or suggest amend- 
ments to laws, so that the Igorrotes are 
enjoying a good opportunity to practi- 
cally learn how to govern themselves. 
I was astonished at the amount of ap- 
titude and intelligence the natives dis- 
played ta framing their laws. I have 
allowed them to follow pretty much 
their own ideas and often haw ap- 
proved minor legislation which I Knew 
would be unsatisfactory in order that 
they might learn its Ineffectuallty and 
Improve themselves In self govern- 
ment" 


Individually the Igorrote la self de- 


pendent 
"He can supply his needs 


and those of his family with little ef- 
fort. Money is no Inducement to him. 
He doesn't want to work, doesn't want 
to change his dress and doesn't wont 
to become a Christian. In fact, he has 
no need of the aid of the outside world. 
The question IS how can we Induce him 
to accept civilisation. 
The Igorrote 


would be happier and better off with- 
out civilization, but this Is necessary 
for his preservation, or the Juggernaut 
of the world win crush him out of ex- 
istence." 


These Igorrotes are antagonistic to 


the Tagalogs and also to Christians. 
They are thorough pagans, but are 
moral and honest, although they will 
He. Childish in many'respects, tbey 
can fight on occasion, and Governor 
Wnlttnarab tells of a force of 75 of 
them which he organised and which, 
arm*4 with bolos and sjz jc»% «e«ut- 


ed through tbe territory of the preda- 
tory and hea- hunting Busuls, north- 
east of the province, broke up their 
gangs and captured their leaders. They 
do not fight the Americans, however, 
and 34 soldiers easily keep order in the 
province. 


The quartermaster's department Is to 


build about 60 houses for the use of the 
civil employees of the government. 
They "will be built on tbe exposition 
grounds, and tee barracks there, soon 
to be vacated by tbe soldiers, will be 
converted into dwellings. 
The object 


is to relieve the employees of the ex- 
cessive cost of living, which is higher 
here than in the United States. Ac- 
commodation at the inferior hotels 
costs $35 (gold) per month, but in the 
houses to be built by tbe government it 
is thought that satisfactory quarters 
and board can be furniabted for $30 a 
month. Each house wfll probably ac- 
commodate five-er six persons. They 
will be built of Filipino woods and 
adapted to.the climate. The barracks 
will be divided into apartments suited 
to families, bachelors and^mess halls. 
It IB intended also to establish stores 
similar to army commissary stores for 
the benefit of civiha'n employees, where 
goods con be bought at about 10 per 
cent above their cost to the govern- 
ment 


The papers here printed in English 


ore protesting against tbe continuance 
for some years of Spanish as the offi- 
cial language of the courts. Tbey as- 
sert that comparatively few of the peo- 
ple, especially outside of Manila, speak 
Spanish and that the requirement of 
English as the official language would 
work no special hardship. They ap- 
pear to'overiook the fact however, that 
the laws are all In Spanish. 


This language question is in another 


way tbe cause of much discontent 
among the Filipinos who aspire to posi- 
tions, clerical and otherwise, under the 
American administration. 
They assert 


that even when tbey pass the civil 
service examination and are appointed 
they receive less compensation than 
Americans in tbe same grade. This is 
true, and the explanation offered is the 
unfamlliarity of the natives with the 
English language and American meth- 
ods. Whether equal opportunity will 
be allowed them when tbey have learn- 
«d American ways «u4 Eflglish remains 
to be seen. .

Ordination. Mr.Stryker's Lack of 


Theological Training. Recom- 


mended That He Be Giv- 
en Ministerial Powers 


The refusal of the council of Con- 


gregational churches called In Wil- 
liamstown yesterday afternoon to or- 
dain Gariett V. Stryker, and the re- 
fusal of the men forming: the council 
to recommend his ordination stfter the 
council had been found to be illeca1, 
will be of much interest throughout 
the denomination, as it is an unusual 
thing tor ordination to be refused. 
The reasons 
which led to this action 


were briefly given in yestercjf*'s Tran- 
script, but the final action of the gath- 
ering did not come till late in tho af- 
ternoon. Mr. Stryker is well known in 
this city from his activity in the worK 
6f the Y. P. S. C. E and has for some 
years been pastor of the 
church of 


Christ jn White Oaks and of the Souta 
Wilhamstown church. 


The council was in session bat a 


very few minutes yesterday afternoon 
since it was found that the call for the 
council had been illegally issued ami 
that for that reason the council was 
void. 
The dissolution of the council 


was imtnediat-ely followed by a meet- 
ing of the men who had formed tho 
council an* the result of their extend- 
ed deliberations was the adoption of 
resolutions to be presented to the Con- 
gregational churches of the town, rec- 
ommen3ing the extension of certain 
ministerial privileges to the candidate 
for ordination, but not bestowing upon 
him the title of "reverend" 
and all 


the pri/lieges and honors of an or- 
dained minister. 
These resolutions 


were entirely informal and in no wav 
the final work of a council, but they 
will nevertheless be accented by the 
churches with the same regard as if 
they had been^ adopted by a resrular 
council of the church. 


The technical illegality which ren- 


dered tjie council invalid was the call- 
ng of 'he meeting by the 
standing 


committee of the church instead of by 
the church at a church meeting. The 


Iaon0regatjonal laws , d-emand that 
meetings for"" such' purposes must b4 
called by the church as a body. 
Th2 


members of the church were very anx- 
ous tht| the mistake be overlooked 
and Dr. John H- Denison and E. H. 
Botsford argued to that effect, but sev- 
eral of the visiting clergymen were 
of the opinion that under no consider- 
ation could the council act. 


it was then decided that the exami- 


nation of the should go on as .arranged 
and that the men present who 
had 


previously formed 
the council should 


act as individuals, their deliberations 
and reoort being simply an expres- 
sion of opinion and in no way official: 
and that later the -action of these men 
could be ratified by *he cburch If it 
so desired. 


Mr. Stryker was asked to state his 


beliefs ond did so by reading a Ion* 
paper setting out fully his convictions. 
He foundede his belief on the scrip- 
tures and Quoted 
from them 
eaco 


time in support of his ideas. He was 
not questioned after the paper, but 3 
discussion followed on the advisability 
of ordaining men to the ministry who 
had not had a regular course of theo- 
logical 
training. 
Rev. W. V, W. 


Davis of Pittsfield argued against such 
a policy, saying that the standard in 
all the other professions 
is 
being 


raised ind the same ought fo be trus 
in the ministerial profession. Rev. I. 
C. Smart of Pittgfield was ol a like 
opinion. 
Dr. Denison said there was 


an urgent necessity for the ordina- 
tion of Mr. Stryker,. whose work in 
White Oaks 
demanded that he have 


the rights of all ministers. He spoke of 


V success Mr, Stryker had made in 


his work and thousrh't it 
demanded 


recognition at this time. 


After accepting1 the statement of be- 


lief, the ministers, invifed guests and 
others retired to the church auditor- 
ium, where they were 
in session" an 


hour or more. The report was made 
by the chairman of the meeting, Rev 
W. L. Tenney of this i|"ty who called 
upon Rev. Willis H. Butler to rea-3 
the resolutions adopted. They follow: 


"Resolved, 
That while we reirret 


the inadequacy of Mr. Stryker's theo- 
logical training, we nevertheless heart-
